It is not necessary tor the voters 


of this city to re-regtstar for the com-

register with F. A. Newell, precinct 
registration officer before next Mon- 
day, 
when the registration books will 


be closed. All who registered in the 
last primary will be qualified for the 
coming election, providing they pay 
their poll tax. 


The primary election will be held 


June 6th and all poll taxes must be 
paid by May 13th. 
The following 


section of the law governs the work- 
ings of the primary wherein candi- 
dates are interested: 


"Candidates for office within the 


county will sign on oath (furnished 
by the committee), pay the required 
fee to the committee and obtain a 
receipt from them and then file with 
the clerk ot the circuit court this oath 
and the receipt for money paid the 
committee; this should be done as 
early as possible and in no event 
later than May 17th. tyhen the oath 
and commute receipt is filed with the 
clerk you must pay to him the fee of 
three per cent of the annual salary 
(if any) of the office sought and re- 
ceive his receipt for the same.

who is_ ah elderly woman, from 


the window.' Mr. Marlow was away, 
but Mrs. Marlow grabbed his shotgun 
and rushed to the rescue. When she 
reached the scene the robbers had 
disappeared, but the gun was turned 
over to the colored cook, who found 
it to be empty, and this necessitated 
a trip to the house for ammunition.

After Papers Saying Thai Germany 


Had No Food Were Given Kai»er'« 
Troops They Took Unique Method of 
Branding Them a* Untrue—Expected 
Bullet*, but Got "Hot Dog*." 


Lieutenant Charles Sweeny of the 


French Foreign Legion returned tv 
cently to New York to recover from a 
wound received during the Trench of 
fenslve in Champagne last September 
Sweeny is an'Amerie.au. a graduate oi 
West Point and the son of a former 
"resident of tile Federal Smelting oni/ 
Refluitig company of SpolXme. Wash 
The following story of a most unusiui, 
"Dutch treat" wan told by Lieuteimui 
Sweeny to Private Casey, a New York 
artist, also fighting in the Foreign 
Legion: 


Sweeny Is not a Frenchman even 


tbongb be happens to lie hi the urun 
service of France. After his graduu 
tlon he married a Belgian girl and net 
tied down in Paris. His wife and tw, 
small children are living In that vlelii 
ity at the present flaie. 


"I started out about midnight." sain 


Sweeny, -with a patrol to' bave a look 
at a new German buyou between two 
fortlets beyond our lines. I strung m\ 
meu out so us to give warning of nn.\ 
German patrol and then led them pnsi 
our sentries and the barbed wire. I 
was some distance ahead of my nieti 
and baa got well within the Cerium, 
lines without seeing or hearing im.v 
thing of the Germans. 


Bullet* Never Came. 


"Now, this was not the first tlmp tbn1 


I bad ever penetrated tlmt far Into the 
German lines, but It was the first tiun> 
on such a mission that I had not b:i<l 
to dodge a German patrol and vorj 
often tliulr bullets. These things ran 
hi my head continually and made im> 
think that I had fallen Into a very ncni 
trap which the Germans had laid fi« 
me. I expected to nee them rise from 
anywhere any minute and hear the 
hanging or their guns and tbe wbls 
tllng of tlielr bullets (If I wan lueky 
enough to bear them, that Is), and I 
began to \vish myself well out of my 
predicament and back again In the 
comparative safety of our trench. 


"This made me more cautious than 


ever, and presently. I began to retreat 
As I did so a round German belmet 
bobbed up out of a ravine not a dozen 
yards away. An Instant later at tbe 
other end of the ravine another appear 
cd. I squirmed away like a snake and 
got behind the only shelter In sight, a 
little scrubby tree, about three yards 
away. 


'As I lay there quaking, wondering 


why the Germans did not shoot—for 
they must have seen be—I happened 
to look up. and there, hanging to a 
'(ranch of the tree: was a fat. clean 
looking basket. I reached tip. the limb 
on which It hung being only a few feet 
from tbe ground, and lifted the basket 
down. 


"Then In a flash tbe explanation of 


the puzzle was clear to me. The Ger- 
mans bad left that basket there and 
meant me to have It 


"With tbe basket on my arm. I got 


up, bowed low to the round hats and 


ilked hack to our trench without 


ever lielnit flrcd on. 


"Inside the basket was an assort'- 
nent of frankfurter* and other food. 
There was also » note something after 
his wise: 


Note In Batket. 


" •«'« have been In front of you for 


over a year, and It Is not against our 
comrades, the French, that we are 
iRhtlna. lint against our enemy, tbe 
ibgllsh. 
Let us join forces against 


our common enemy. We are not starv- 
ng, as you may well sec from th* lit- 
le prounit »•« nend you herewith.' 


'Here was something that set me 


hinklng pretty hard. | had escaped 
death .or capture by a miracle, m far 
as I could sen. and all In order that I 
might enjoy a heart;, meal at tbe ei- 
pensc of tbe Hermans. 


'I sot the basket down In tbe trench 


and fell to with a will, and I give yon 
my word, Casey, of nil the good thing* 


bave eaten I never enjoyed anything 


more tbnn 1 did that Dutch treat- 
especially tbe frankfurters. 


"They took me Imck to tbe United 


States Immediately—-hot dogs.' the 
irlghtness of the sea. the yawping of 
barkers, crowds passing, tbe noise of 
bousnnds of shuffling fcet-not the 
sort of shuffling we bear now, Casey, 
when a bngle call or tbe heavy connd 
'f guns SWIM* the chief attraction. II 
was a great shame I couldn't save yon 
one. 


"The meaning ot all this was a po* 


ile to me until I found out tMat our 
boys had left a bundle of American 
and Kngllsb newspapers In the spot 
where I had found the basket, with 
he paragraphs plainly marked In 
which It waa said the Hermann were 
starving. And the basket was thetier 
mans' reply. 


Wow yon know bow I came 10 get

Th* trunk line road through Votasla 


county from the St. Johns connty line, 


OB the north, to the northern boun- 
dary of the New Smyrna road district, 
a few miles south of Fort Orange, will 
be constructed of asphaltlc concrete, 
and the road irom Daytona to DeLand. 
so far as the Halifax district Is eon 
eerned, will be of brick. Such was the 
conclusion of the board of county com- 
missioners. Monday afternoon, when 
they awarded contracts for road con- 
struction in the Halifax Special Road 
and Bridge district 


The road north and south on the 


west side of the Halifax river will 
be built by F. O. Prondfoot, of Chi- 
cago, at a cost of $199,050.97, with an 
additional cost of $6,971.50, or three 
per cent of the construction cost, for 
maintaining the road for flve years. 
This road will be nine feet wide, with 
a marl shoulder of three feet on each 
side, except through the corporate lim- 
its of Daytona. Beach street will be 
paved to a width ranging from 9 feet 
to 50 feet To the contract price will 
be added $20,527.50 for Increasing the 
width ot Beach street and for addi- 
tional width to the road through the 
corporate limits of Daytona Beach and 
Seabreeze.

The contract 
for the shell part of the road was 
awarded to F. F. Smith, of Daytona, 
for $24,648.00, and the asphaltlc con- 
crete part goes to F O Proudfoot for 
$31,25829, with an additional charge 
for the extra width, which additional 
charge is figured with the cost of the 
extra width of Beach street The cost 
ot the asphaltlc concrete is 81 cents 
per square yard. 


The contract for the fill to the ap- 


proach of the Tomoka river bridge 
was awarded to O. H. Hughlett, of 
Daytona, for $2,14000. 
The shelling 


of the approach to the bridge was 
awarded to Bryson & Bryson, of Jack- 
sonville for $1,788, and the construc- 
tion of the bridge went to the same 
Arm at $2,700. Bryson & Bryson stat- 
ed to the commissioners, however, 
after they had been awarded the con- 
tract, that they haJ not anticipated 
the contracts betas cut in sections and 
they could not profitable handle part of 
he bridge contract unless they handled 
It all.

The trunk line road through Vohula 


count; from the St. Johns eoanty line, 


OB toe north, to the northern boun- 
dary of the New Smyrna load district, 
a few miles south of Fort Orange, will 
be constructed of asphaltlc concrete, 
and the road irom Daytona to DeLand, 
so far as the Halifax district I* eon 
oerned, will be of brick. Such was th« 
conclusion of the board of county com- 
missioners, Monday afternoon, when 
they awarded contracts for road con- 
struction in the Halifax Special Road 
and Bridge district 


The road north and south on the 


west side of the Halifax river will 
oe built by F. O. Prondfoot. of Chi- 
cago, at a cost of 1199,050.97, with an 
additional cost of 16,971.50, or three 
per cent of the construction cost, for 
maintaining the road for n>e yean. 
This road will be nine feet wide, with 
a marl shoulder of three feet on each 
side, except through the corporate lim- 
its of Daytona. Beach street will be 
paved to a width ranging from 9 feet 
to 50 feet To the contract price will 
he added $20,527.50 for Increasing the 
width ot Beach street and for addi- 
tional width to the road through the 
corporate limits of Daytona Beach and 
Seabreeze. 


The contract tor tbe peninsula road 


from the north county line to the east 
end of the Port Orange bridge will be 
built ot shell, except through the cor- 
porate limits of Daytona Beach and 
Seabreeze 
Through the two towns 


asphaltlc concrete will be used, and 
the width of the asphaltlc concrete will 
range from 9 to 18 feet. The contract 
for the shell part of the road was 
awarded to F. F. Smith, of Daytona, 
for $24,648.00, and the aephaltlc con 
crete part goes to F G Proudfoot for 
$31,25829, with an additional charge 
for the extra width, which additional 
charge is figured with the cost of the 
extra width of Beach street The cost 
ot the asphaltic concrete is 81 cents 
per square yard. 


The contract for the fill to the ap- 


proach of the Tomoka river bridge 
was awarded to a. H. Hughlett, of 
Daytona, for $2.14000. 
The shelling 


of the approach to the bridge was 
awarded to Bryson & Bryson, of Jack- 
sonville for $1,788, and the construc- 
tion of the bridge went to the same 
firm at $2,700. Bryson & Bryson stat- 
ed to the commissioner*, however, 
after they had been awarded the con- 
tract, that they haJ not anticipated 
the contracts bemg cut in sections and 
they could not profitable handle part of 
he bridge contract unless they handled 
It all. Commissioner Maley stated that 
he had a proposition in his pocket 
from another firm to build the bridge 
for $300 less than the Bryson A Bry- 
son figures, although the proposition 
had arrived after the other proposi- 
tions had been opened. It seemed the 
concensus of opinion among the com- 
missioners that Bryson would be re- 
lieved from his contract 


The contract for building the De- 


Land-Daytona section of the road was 
awarded to the Pathfinder Construc- 
tion company, of Fulton, New York, 
at a price of $95.188.81. but the rep- 
resentative of the company called 
the attention of the commissioners to 
a stipulation In th«tr bid that they 
would accept no contracts unless 
awarded 60 per cent ot the work In 
the district. 
Consequently the bid 


was rejected and the contract will be 
awarded at the next regular meeting 
of the commissioners. This road 1* to 
be brick. 


Most of the bridge* and culverts In 


the district are to be of concrete, al- 
though a few will -be of galvanised 
steel. 


The contracts were awarded for all 


the roads In the DeLand-Lake Helen 
district, with the exception of the De- 
Land-New Smyrna shell road and tke 
road from DeLand to Crows Bluff. 
These will be awarded at the same 
time a* the contract* are awarded 
for the roads In the New Smyrna dis- 
trict 


All the other roads in the DeLand- 


Lake Helen district will be brick and 
the coat will range from $1.48 to $1.«6 
per yard. The difference In price 1* 
occasioned by the distance* the brick 
I* to be hauled sad the clai* ot road* 
over which It must be transported.

While searching for her In Baltimore 
he beean to ace strangely aud was 
taken to an insane asylum there 


He was ordered deported to Brazil

Weighing Nebula Gas.

optical methods to determine the tern 
perature fef|th<> gas and also Its atomic 
weight, WQservatlons on the nebula 
in Orion have been pursued since 1011.
